uniiorm water eupply. 
T fi3 profits of a 
year are often prevented or squandered by 
a lack of power for only a comparatively 
short time. At the feet of the reservoirs, 
and lining the streams below them, will be 
born and matured large manufacturing in­ 
terests, WQich directly and indirectly will 
repay the government for the outlay. 
If the Mississippi river is to be improv 
cd on the reservoir plan, Rock river ought 
to be included. It does not seem improper 
to ask that Lake Horicon be utilized aa a 
reservoir, 
when it is proposed to build 
three on the Chippewa, threo on the St 
Croix and two on the Wisconsin. 
General Wilson in his report to the 
Chief of Engineers of the army, on the sur­ 
vey of Rock river, as set forth in Colonel 
Worral’s sub report, estimates the stowage 
capacity of Lake Horicon, as six feet deep 
on forty seyen thousand acres, or 12.283,- 
920,000 cubic feet of water. 
He estimates 
tbs water shed area to supply this reser­ 
voir at 43G square miles, and states that 
according to the observations ofAir. b a p ­ 
tism, of Milwaukee, the average rain fall 
for twenty-Ioui years, was 30 278, the 
lowest being 20-34 inches, and the highest 
44 8G inches. 
In view of these figures tho value of 
Lake Horicon as a reservoir is apparent, 
aud the people of the Ruck River valley 
can cot afford to ignore so vital an inter­ 
est.

A H orse T h ief Comes to Grief, and 
Now W aits to he Bent to W aupun. 
Last Saturday morning Mr. William 
Godfrey who lives in the town of Lima 
discovered that two of hts horses were 
missing as well a3 his hired man named 
Adam Wilson. A elngle harness, buggy, 
buffalo robe, and some other minor articles 
were also missing. Mr. Godfrey's brother 
Rolla, and Clark Palmer, another young 
man living near there, started after Wilson, 
and by sharply and shrewdly following the 
traces they kept close after him until they 
reached Caledonia, which Is in Illinois, 
south of Beloit. They there caught up 
with their man. He had a shot gun with 
him, bat he did not seem disposed to use 
it, and he kindly consented to own up that 
they had him "dead to rights,” and was 
brought back without any requisition or 
delay, and was landed In jail here Saturday 
evening. 
This morning he was brought before 
Justice Brooks and waived examination, 
and was held to the Circuit Court in the 
sum of $1,200, which being beyond his 
reach he went back to jail again. Ile ad­ 
mits the charge against him, as he cannot 
very well do anything else, aod wants to 
plead guilty, get his sentence and have it 
over with. The penalty is from two to 
fifteen years, and when tho Court opens 
on the 231 Inst, he will go before it, and 
find out hi3 fate. He i3 a young man, of 
sturdy build, and by no meaus bad looking. 
He has been in Mr.iGodfrey’a employ lor 
nearly three months, and says that before 
that he has worked and lived In the piner­ 
ies. Ile says his only relative living is 
his mother, from whom he is very anxiou3 
to keep the bad news. 
The captors of the .horse thief deseive 
much credit for their shrewdness and en­ 
terprise, and they will probably be reward - 
ed by the $130 which the Anti-Horse 
Thief Association, to which they belong, 
pay in such cases. 
The property was all recovered, the fel­ 
low not having hat time to dispose of it. 
As he drove one horse in the buggy, and 
led the other, it was comparatively easy to 
trace his course, as those seeing bim pass 
naturally had their attention called to him. 
His acts showed no shrewdness whatever, 
and his statement that this is the first 
scrape of the kind he was ever in, seems 
to be plausible.
